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E. N. Y. Mourns Loss of PreSSHenT Kennedy; 
Memorial Programs Honor Great Americans

The “Great Americans” assembly program, held last month shortly 
after President Kennedy's tragic death, tried to show many of the spiritual 
links between our late President and the four great Presidents on the Mt. 
Rushmore Memorial. This beautiful^ 
memorial, set in the Black Hills of 
South Dakota, contains the familiar 
faces of George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln and 
Theodore Roosevelt. Each stands 
sixty feet high and can be seen for 
a distance of sixty miles. 

Several slides of the memorial 
were projected on the screen for the 
students to view. After these slides 
were finished, a picture of the late 
President, John Fitzgerald Kennedy, 
was also shown and the aim of the 
program was explained. 

The first speaker of the program 
was Carl Blazejewski, who read a 
letter in which Washington refused 
to become king of America. The nar¬ 
rator then told of President Ken¬ 
nedy's frequent references to our 
revolutionary past and his desire to 
explore new frontiers. A taped ex¬ 
cerpt of a speech he gave in Texas 
on the morning of his assassination, 
in which he was dedicating an aero¬ 
space center, was then played. Lin¬ 
coln's Gettysburg Address was then 
read by Jose Roman. The narrator 
then showed how the idea of the 
equality of all men was carried forth 
in the writings of Jefferson, Lincoln, 
and our late President. A taped ex¬ 
cerpt of Kennedy's very strong civil 
rights plan was also played. Richard 
Stockinger then read the speech which 
he is also going to recite at the Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt Oratorical Contest. In 
his speech we learned some of the 
reasons why the Theodore Roosevelt 
Society is so anxious to have us re¬ 
member some of the causes he fought 
for all of his life. The program con¬ 
cluded with a student's tribute to John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy. Larry Montgom¬ 
ery read his original poem “Our First 
Day Without J.F.K.” 

As the students left the auditorium 
several excerpts from President Ken¬ 
nedy's funeral were played.

On Friday, November 22, the students of E. N. Y. went to their ninth 
period classes much as usual.

Only this time 
it was not to change and to go play 
ball or go shopping but to listen to 
the radio and hear if the rumors 
they had heard in school were true. 
When they got home, they found out 
that it was true, that President Ken¬ 
nedy was dead of an assassin's bul¬ 
let. 

That afternoon most of the parks 
were almost empty. Where was 
everyone? They were home watching 
television or listening to the radio 
to follow the stunning events. 

Most of the boys were glued to 
their television sets watching the fast 
moving events throughout that in¬ 
famous weekend. Once, most of the 
boys would have looked forward to a 
Monday off from school, but not this 
one. New York and the entire nation 
seemed to stand still as it said good¬ 
bye to a great and beloved man. 

On Tuesday it was back to school. 
The feeling of the boys was one of 
suffering a deep loss. One boy said 
that Mr. Kennedy was a friend of 
people of all ages, races, and reli¬ 
gions and that he proved this by try¬ 
ing to pass the medi-care, civil rights, 
and school aid bills. In almost every 
class the main topic was President 
Kennedy's tragic death, and the mock¬ 
ery of justice that occurred in Texas.

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A Tribute to J.F.K. 


On Friday, November 22, 1963 an assassin, in the city 
of Dallas, Texas, fired a bullet into the brain of our 
president, John F. Kennedy. The President fell uncon¬ 
scious and died a short time later without regaining 
consciousness. That shot was heard around the world and 
the entire world of free people, yes, and even the people 
of Russia, were shocked and stunned that such a thing 
could have happened to President Kennedy. Within two 
days the leaders of practically all the free countries of 
the world — kings, princes, presidents, premiers — all 
hurried to Washington to show their deep concern and 
give honor to a man they respected and admired as a 
great leader of his nation and whom they loved as a 
person. 

This nation and a large part of the world, eyes filled 
with tears, stood in reverent silence and bade farewell to 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy on Monday, November 25th. 
Rarely in history have so many millions, seen and unseen, 
of high station and low, of east and west, north and south, 
all creeds and religions, all races, joined in such tribute 
for a fellow man. They did it because they recognized and 
admired the personal qualities which he displayed at all 
times—courage both physical, as shown by his war expe¬ 
riences, and moral as shown by his faith in God and his 
exemplary life, devotion to his country, to his family, to 
his religion, his love of peace as shown by his constant 
efforts to bring about a better understanding among the 
nations of the world, his love of his fellow man —as shown 
by his efforts to promote brotherhood and correct injustice 
in his own country. 

John Fitzgerald Kennedy was elevated into a universal 
symbol to which men and women and children in homes, 
in churches, and in the street paid homage, and the tears 
that were shed unashamedly were not alone for John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy. They were also for those he left 
behind. For his widow, whose beauty has now been 
matched by her extraordinary display of nobility and 
courage. For his daughter, who reached her sixth birthday 
only today, and for his son, who observed his third 
birthday by raising his hand in a farewell salute to his 
father lying in his coffin, too young to know what a ter¬ 
rible loss he has suffered. 

An Englishman wrote the following lines on Monday 
after watching the funeral: 

“I saw a soldier, rigid, tears running down his face. 

I saw a horse, without rider, pulling at the brace. 

I saw and heard a nation emit a grievous sigh, 

I saw a flag draped coffin disappear from sight of sky. 
O, dear God, with all Thy knowledge 
Perhaps thou can tell me—why.”* 

And now John Fitzgerald Kennedy sleeps forever in a 
grave on a hillside of Arlington Cemetery—in front of 
the graceful old mansion once occupied by General Robert 
E. Lee and from where the Lincoln Memorial is in full 
view across the river. He once stood there and said to a 
friend: “I think this is the prettiest view in the whole 
country.” When the details of the funeral were being 
planned, this statement was remembered and it was 
decided to bury him where he had been standing when he 
expressed that opinion. 

Now — the funeral is over. And in the words of the 
recessional: 

“The tumult and the grieving dies 
The captains and the kings depart. 
iStill stands thine ancient sacrifice 
An humble and a contrite heart 
Lord God of Hosts be with us yet— 

Lest we forget — lest we forget.” 

As was said of Abraham Lincoln so it may be said of 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy: 

“Now he belongs to the ages.”*

Once inside the reception room, 
panelists, which included Miss Kath¬ 
erine Pelch of the New York Times, 
Mr. Max Harrelson of the United 
Press, and Mr. Osgood Carruthers of 
the United Nations, informed the stu¬ 
dents of the methods used by both 
the city newspapers and the official 
United Nations News Coverage agen¬ 
cies in recording and making known 
all the events which take place at the 
United Nations. 

Taken on Tour 

After the panel discussion, the stu¬ 
dents were taken on a tour of the 
building by their guide. Included in 
the tour were briefings on several of 
the U.N.’s projects, such as UNICEF, 
visits through the Security and Trus¬ 
teeship Councils, and finally, an ex¬ 
hibition of gifts from all over the 
world to the U.N. These included 
paintings, tapestries, and statues 
which combine to make the United 
Nations a very interesting place to 
visit. 

When the tour ended, the students 
were dismissed. All of them had a 
yearning to see more of this fabu¬ 
lous and interesting building where 
history is being written every day.
